Morris Park represents such a tremendous 
outlay, that while all its profits will prob- 
ably run over $250,000, this sum is not a 
very large percentage on the sum in- 
vested.

lifetime, they say, and the fair comes but 
once a year. The hess man will. for- 
sake his shop on sundry afternoons and 
mingle with the hilarious crowd that num- 
bers among its members a wide variety 
of humanity, from the dignified professional 
individual to the street urchin who has 
carefully saved up stray nickels until he 
has obtained the price of an admission, 
and there will be no one to criticise the in- 
dulgence of the appetite for exciting 
amusement.

GETTING THE PAVILION DISPLAY IN 
BHAPE—-NEW FEATURES. . 
Yesterday morning at an early hour all 
Was bustle and hurry about the fair 
grounds, and although much was done 
toward getting the exhibits-in shape, 
the display was not all arranged when 
night came. By this afternoon, however, 
everything will be in readiness for the 
accommodation of the visitors. Carpen- 
ters, painters and decorators have all 
taken part in the 8 work about 
the pavilion, and the result of their et- 
forts seems to be of a particularly satis- 
factory order. The industrial display 
building is located just at the left of the 
main gateway, where it can be visited by 
the’ crowds as they go to and from the 
grandstand. As the visitor enters the 
west doorway he walks beneath an arched 
fringe of pepper boughs which hangs from 
‘the beams above, and gradually merge 
into the taller branches of evergreen that 
decorate the pillars. All over the interior 
of the pavilion the spreading leaves of 
the fan palm meet the eye and soften the 
effect created by the bright colors of the 
brilliant “bunting suspended in broad 
bands from the center of the cupola in 
the form of a vafieégated canopy. This 
pleasing 
throughout the building, being height- 
ened in different nooks and corners by. 
the addition of flatural tints lent by the 
many products of the soil, which are 
piled in systematic confusion about the 
tables and floors, | 
Just insidé.the west entrance the first 
booth to meet the visitors’ gaze is that of 
the Chino beet-sugar factory, in which 
shown first the raw beet. and in min-

the vegetable passes before the sugar has 
been extracted. 

Farther. down jn the center of the pa- 
vilion the Burbank exhibit is placed. The 
little town of the San Fernando Valley 
nas furnished a variety of products whieh 


peaches and many other exhibits, all of 
which are a credit to the enterprising 
suburb. ; 

On the general exhibit table are mon- 
ster pumpkins, pears, etc., from Gardena; 
red raspberries, eoloric chiles, and big, 
luscious watermelons, upon which the 
colored jockey who wanders in during the 


‘intervals between the races looks with 


covetous eyes. Sunflower heads, larger 
than dimner plates, fill up spare spaces 
and furnish illustrations of what California 
soil is capable of producing. 

In other parts of the floor the merchants 
have their wares displayed by obliging at- 
tendants, who never fail to describe the 
good qualities of their stock to all who 
can find time to listen. 

But not nearly all of the attractive ex- 
hibits are to be found on the main floor, 
for the galleries are utilized to provide 
space for displays of fine art work of all 
kinds. There is the artists’ exhibit of 
water colors and crayon work at the 
right, the ladies’ fancy booth at the left, 
while the east end of the balcony is taken 
up with Steckel’s photographic dispaly. 

AT THE CORRALS. 

After viewing the various industrial de- 
partments in the main building, the nat- 
ural tendency of the visitor is to next 
make a trip to the corrals, where the 
choice live stock is stalled: On the way 
to the stables the chicken yards are first 
encountered, and here are found th 
tocratic fowls that have becom accts- 
tomed, from frequent experiéité at 
chicken shows, to the close scrutiny of 
the admiring fanciers who flock around in 
great numbers to discuss the merits of 
the various members of the feathered col- 
ony that make the air ring with their 
shrill cackles. 

At the stock corral the farmer from the 
country districts appears in his glory with 
his best hog, sleekest heifer and slender- 
limbed filly or colt. Of Berkshire hogs 
there are many, the porcines ranging from 
tiny pigs less than ten inches long, to 
monster boars with flerce tusks, that wad- 
dle around as though they were scarcely 
able to carry the huge load of flesh on 
their short, stumpy legs. Then there are 
the sleepy cows and long-eared mules 
among the aggregation of expected prize- 
winners, for the pride of many barnyards 
are represented in the lowing and grunt- 
ing herd. 

Judging on the live stock exhibit will 
commence at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
parade of stock, which will be a feature of 
the week, is to take place on the track 
at 10 o'clock ursday morning. 

. ‘THE NEW GRANDSTAND. 

After the numberless sights of interest 
have been given attention, the new grand- 
stand is the next object of interest as a 
point of vantage from which may be 
viewed the events on the racing pro- 
gramme. The new stand is a great im- 
provement over the one in use during 
previous years, and close consideration of 
the various details calculated to minister 
to the comfort of the patron is manifest 
in its construction. Heretofore the mem- 
bers of the press have been obliged to 
find a place, if they could do so, around 
the crowded scales in the lower part of 
the judges’ stand whence the boys were 
constantly streaming in the weighing-in 
and weighing-out process. This year a 
solitary box has been provided which fur- 
nishes a seat for just one worker on each 
paper and no more, being a slight im- 
provement over the methods of former 
years. The association has always run 
very ‘‘close to the wind“ in the matter of 
press facilities, but the newspaper workers 
are strongly in hopes that in the course 
of ten yeats or more they’ will be 
deemed to be entitled to sufficient con- 
sideration to have at least ordinary con- 
veniences afforded them in order that they 
may record the news of the races without 
having the task attended by positive dis- 
comfort.

FIVE EVENTS MADE UP A Goon 
PROGRAMME. 


The Santa Paula Phenomenon’s 
Great Work in the Pac- 
ing Race. 


— 


Fully thirty-five hundred people at- 
tended the races at Agricultural Park 
yesterday, on the opening day of the fair 
meeting, and, as the weather was simply 
perfect and the sport provided away above 
the average, the présumption is that every 
one, enjoyed her or himself. There was a 
much langer percentage of. ladies in at- 
tendance than at previous meetings, and 
the new grandstand, though not crowded 
by any means, was comfortably filled 
with pretty girls and their chaperons. 
‘Every one of the forty new boxes was 
occupied, and will be for the remainder of 
the week. Over one hundred carriages of 
all sorts, from the stylish, but funereal, 
tally-hq of the Edgemont Stock Farm to 
the family chaise of the pumpkin-rolter 
from Downey, were ranged along the fence 
on the infield. . 

As four out of five: favorites won, the 
War pratty early all their own 
Way. But. the breaking down of L. J. 
Roses Promising colt, Orizaba, in the 
‘Derby proved a terrible blow to them, as 
he started at such prohibitive odds as to 
create Me belief that he was invincible. 
Bxecept for the needless waste of time 
between the various events, and the tire- 
some scoring of the horses in the 2:20 
trot, the big performance was carried 
owt without any hitch. 

THE FIRST RACE. 

Although it had been announced before- 
hand that a start would be made at 1 
o’clock sharp, on account of the length 
of the programme, it was fully half an 
hour later before the horses were called 
out for the first race. 

This was a sweepstakes for two-year- 
olds, at half a mile, and five speedy young- 
sters faced Starter Benjamin to compete 
for it. They were George Maben's Red 
Head and Juan Bernard, the Pallett Bros.’ 
Itata and Lottie Uins and McDonald's 
& Pitts’s Hueneme. 

On the strength of his comparatively 
easy victory over much the same field at 
Santa Ana last week, Hueneme was a red- 
hot favorite in the pools, which were 
eagerly sought after by the talent at $20 
to $7 for the field; and the ease with which 
he won, under a pull, amply justified the 
confidence reposed in him. 

After a couple of breaks the flag fell to 
a straggling start, with the favorite and 
Lottie Collins in the lead and Itata bring- 
ing up the rear. At the turn Hueneme 
shot to the front, and at the head of the 
stretch, which was reached in 0:25 ½, 
he was a length and a half in the lead, 
Lottie Collins, Red Head and Juan Ber- 
nard being strung out in the order named, 
half a length apart.

WILCOX’S STORY. 


Man Shows Up Its Incon- 
sistencies. 

At Music Hall, Sunday night, Wilcox, 
the alleged spiritualistic medium who as- 
saulted Rev. Ada C. Bowles at Pomona 
several days ago, because she exposed the 
fraud, and for which he was fined $100, 
gave his version of the affair. Concerning 
this explanation, Hal Hamner of Pomona 
writes The Times as follows: 

Spiritualistic Wilcox chose to refer in 
his opening address to what he termed 
‘the very sensational articles’ which ap- 
peared in the Los Angeles papers regard- 
ing his escapade, arrest, and fine of $100 
at Pomona. He said that he had been 
greatly shocked that a minister of the 
gospel, a middle-aged woman, should have 
come to his meeting (seance) with the evi- 
dent purpose of investigating the ways of 
‘spirit people.’ That Mrs. Ada C. 
Bowles at one time during the seance 
made a rush towards his cabinet, and 
to defend and protect the ‘spirit’ which 
was standing directly in her path he 
(Wilcox) started forward, and as he had a 
much greater distance to cover than the 
reverend lady he strode forward at a 
rapid gait to intercept her. The spirit 
simply stepped aside (one step backward, 
he said) and put of the way, then he saw 
the evident purpose of Mrs. Bowles was to 
enter the cabinet, and with that he gave 
her a push that ‘sent her back to her 
seat, and her arm swinging around had 
struck his ‘darling wife’ on the face, the 
shock of which she has not overcome as 
yet, or else she would be with us tonight. 
The so-called’ Spiritualist Wilcox stated 
further that the gentleman at whose house 
the affair occurred sympathized with him 
so deeply in the unfortunate affair that 
he and several other friends had not al- 
lowed him (Wilcox) to pay the $100 fine 
which the judge had imposed. and he 
concluded his speech with the plea 
whether they were to stand such treat- 
ment as had been afforded them at Po- 
mona, and that if they did, their mediums 
would be forced to the wall.“ 

“Now, every good citizen of Pomona 
knows cf the moral standing and character 
of Rev. Mrs. Bowles, and I have no doubt 
shares with myself the belief that she 
is a thoroughly good and philanthropic 
woman, and the fact that she was bruised 
by this man’s rough treatment of her in 
his anger that she should have the 
courage to try and convince herself as to 
their methods, and the fact that prominent 
Pomona people, a banker and his wife 
and a leading attorney, were willing to 
testify as to his conduct, and that Wil- 
cox was convicted and fined $100 in the 
court, is convincing enough of his char- 
acter, and should put to flight his flimsy 


ry. 

Now, let me add. I attended the meet- 
ing without the falntest suspiclon that 
Mr. Wilcox was to be present, led to 
attend merely on account of the nov- 
elty of the afilair, having never before at- 
tended a meeting of a similar charac- 
ter.“

THE BRICK TOO SOFT. 

The Sewer Committee presented the fol- 
lowing report: 

„We beg to state in the matter of the 
complaint of Mr. Holland as to the brick 
being used on the contract of P. M. Darcy 
on the siwer constructed west of Pearl 
street and south of Seventh street, that we 
have made such an examination as the 
limited time during the noon recess would 
permit, and we find that on Tenth street, 
a large number of brick have been deliv- 
ered, which are unfit on account of their 
softness for use for the construction of 
manholes and flushtanks.

Section 1 of the proposed ordinance makes 
it unlawful to erect, operate, or use, any 
boiler or engine for drilling or operating 
any well within the city, outside the 
general fire limits, without first having 
obtained a permit so to do from the Fire 
Commission. 

Sec. 2 says it shall be unlawful to 
operate such boiler or engine between the 
hours of 9 p.m. and 6 a.m. Sec. 3 states 
that such permit shall be granted upon 
condition that the boiler or engine shall 
not be operated in such a manner as to 
be offensive to the persons living in the 
vicinity thereof. Where oi) or other 
kindred substance is used for fuel it shall 
be so burned and used as to obtain as 
complete combustion as possible and to 
avoid the giving forth of noxious smoke 
or fumes. In case such boiler or engine 
is not constructed or used in the manner 
in the ordinance provided then the Fire 
Commission shall have the right to re- 
voke such permit, after first having given 
two days’ notice to the party or parties 
operating the boiler or engine. 

Sec. 4 says: “The City Council shall 
appoint an inspector who shall receive the 
sum of $3 per day whose duty it shall be 
to inspect and ‘oversee all boilers and 
engines used for the purposes described 
in this ordinance, and shall arrest and pre- 
fer complaints against all persons who 
violate any of the provisions of the same. 
Said inspector shall also report all of such 
violations to the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners.’’ 

A violation of the ordinance is declared 
to be a misdemeanor punishable hy a fine 
not exceeding $100 or by imprisonment not 
exceeding fifty days.

[BOY OF A HUNDRED SCARS.

[From a Snecial Contributor. ] 

At the Rosebud Indian Agency one may 
see at the trader's store of Charles Per- 
cival Jordan a man now approaching mid- 
dle age, and who made his record as a 
‘hero when a boy. He is a full-blooded 
Sioux of the Minneconjou tribe, squat of 


traverses his forehead from the coal black 
hair on the left side to where there should 
be an eyebrow over the right eye. In place 
of that natural appendage there flares 
another scar, Notice him as he displays 
gaudy calicoes or brilliant silk handker- 
chiefs to the men and women of his own 
race who throng before the counter on 
what is known as “issue day,“ and you 
cannot fail to observe the absence of two 
fingers from one hand and a thumb from 
the other. The manhood name“ of this 
humble clerk in a frontier store is The 
Swimmer.” Before he received his adult 
title, which is only granted to braves of 
the Sioux nation after they have under- 
gone a most hideous test ‘of endurance, 
he was known as The Boy of a Hundred 
Scars.“ 

It was when but 15 years of age that 
„The Swimmer’ performed a deed of hero- 
ism as notable as that of Horatius who 
kept the bridge of Rome in the brave 
days of old.“ In the early °60’s this im- 
mature lad formed one of a hunting party 
of his tribe. The band was composed 
chiefly of old men, women and children, 
for the braves of the nation had made a 
rendezvous preparatory to going on the 
warpath against their hereditary enemies, 
the Crows. In their.chase after buffalo 
the hunting party ventured south of the 
Platte River and encountered a war band 
of foes. They fled northward and reached 
the ford a little in advance of their pur- 
suers. The Platte is a wide and shallow 
stream, filled with quicksands, and the 
ford at which the fugitives essayed to 
cross was a ssage so narrow that at 
one point thoy could progress only in 
single file. Hot on the trail came the 
painted and whooping Crows. At the cen- 
ter of the watery way the lad now known 
as the “Swimmer’’ paused and cried to 
his companions: ‘“‘Hurry northward to the 
warriors’ camp. I will hold the ford until 
they come. He was naked to his waist 
and kneedeep in water. He had two old- 
fashioned Colt revolvers and a bowie 
knife. Thus equipped, the bold lad faced 
the onrushing enemy, while his friends 
urged their way toward safety and as- 
sistance. The Crows plunged into the 
water and greeted their single foe with de- 
risive yells, expecting that he would flee 


upon their advance. But there he 
stood, stern, immobile and impas- 
sive, until the narrowness of the ford 


forced his hunters into single column. 
Then the revolver in his right hand flashed 
out a tongue of flame. An unseen bullet 
sped straight to the heart of the leader, 
who fell into the swift and treacherous 
current, and was followed by his frightened 
pony, which sprang from the ribbonlike 
pathway, only to be swallowed up by the 
terrfble quicksands. Then came a battle 
royal. Over each other’s shoulders and 
from beneath the necks of their horses the 
furious Crows sent volley after volley at 
the heroiclad. Several bullets took effect, 
and the hurrying waters soon became 
tinged with his blood. After his first shot 
he had eleven leaden answers with which 
to reply to the deadly messages of his ene- 
mies. When, years later, he told me the 
details of this wonderful combat, he said, 
he was sure he missed his aim but thrice. 
The revolvers emptied, he threw them into 
the stream, drew his bowie knife, and 
chanting the death song of his race, 
dared his.foes to close combat. On they 
came, one by one, for the narrowness of 
the way would allow of no concerted 
rush. And as they came the lad gave blow 
for blow. In what he thought to be his 
first and final fight he displayed the cool- 
ute 


row had pinned his left arm to his body, 
but this he tore loose. And still he fough 
and still he chanted his death song. 

Just as a terrifia blow had laid open his 
forehead he heard an inspiring cry. It was 
the wild, shrill war whoop the Sioux. 
Racing down to the bank at the height 
of their ponies’ speed came a hundred 
braves to the rescue. They reached the 
exhausted lad, and the foremost brave, 
springing from his steed, took his place, 
while another bore the young hero to the 
shore. After that the struggle was short 
and decisive. The Crows were pressed 
back to the south bank, and when they 
mate a stand, suffered practical annihi- 
ation. 

Previous to this the boy who kept the 
ford had been known by his first name, 
given to him when he was a baby—that 
of the Moon Gazer. Three months subse- 
quent to the fight, when he had recovered 
from this almost countless injuries, the 
Minneconjous gave him his second name— 
Wah-te-gis-ah-sin—the boy of a hundred 
‘sears. Later on be became known as 
the Swimmer. Now that bis fighting days 
are over, he earns a modest living as a 
clerk in Jordan's store, and the whites 
with whom he deals calls him John Da- 


vis. 

But neither the of time nor 
change of condition can efface those glo- 
rious scars received by the lad who stood 
ready .to die fighting for his people.

Rudolph Aronson of New York congratu- 
lated Johann Strauss, last evening, on be- 
half of the distinguished composer's ad- 
mirers in a short, sympathetic speech, and 
presented the Waltz King with the hand- 
some wreath seit to the latter by his ad- 
mirers In the United States. 1 

The reception and presentation today 
took place in Herr Strauss's house. As 
the ts entered, all the ‘tables, side- 
‘boards-and other pieces of furniture were 
covered with costly presents from all quar- 
ters of the globe. Herr Strauss and his 
wife and his brother greeted the distin- 
‘guished company. Among those attending 
the reception were Herr Johann Braham. 
the composer; Baron: Beschney, Baron Doe- 
zia, Hofrath Hadslick, Prof. Helmberger 
and Prof. Deininger and Rudolph Aronson 
of New York. 

The actual ceremony of the 54 — 
began with a serenade composed by Robert 
Fuchs, sung by students, who were ac- 
companied by the Conservatorium Orches- 
tra. Then followed the presentation of a 
little silver table of choice design, orna- 
mented with gold. After this a gold medal 
from the members of the Celebration Com- 
mittee was presented ‘to Herr Strauss.

INHALED GAS. 

The Sad Death of Miss Valentine 

Weiler. 

Valentine, the beautiful and accom- 
plished eighteen-year-old daughter of Prof. 
Richard Weiler, was found dead in bed in 
her room by her father, yesterday morning 
at 6 o’clock. A strong odor of gas indi- 
cated the cause of her death. 
The Coroner held an inquest on the 
body of the hapless young girl at the res- 
idence, No. 816% Temple street. in the aft- 
ernoon,andthe jury returned a verdict of 
suffocation by inhaling gas.

The professor 
then proceeded to call her, and he, too, be- 
ing unsuccesssful, went around by the 
veranda, lifted the window, which was 
unfastened, and come near suffocating 
from a strong flow of gas. When he could 
safely enter the room he found the body 
of his daughter cold in death. in the bed. 
As there was a newspaper lying on the 
coverlet, he is of opinion that Mies Valen- 
tine had been reading, . becoming 
drowsy, turned off the gas, and then acci- 
dentally turned on the flow again. He 
was firmly of the opinion that it was an 
accident, as there was no possible reason 
to believe in a case of suicide.
